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One of the most decisive battles of history is being fought 


along nearly a 100 mile front east from Vimy Ridge southward to 
the region of Soiasons. Three British and three French armies 
were engaged. The line continues south of the Somme. 


In continuous fighting the French since yesterday have ad- 


vanced to within a mile and a half of the Somme at Fricourt. They 
progressed to a maximum depth of 7 miles on a front of 25 miles 
between the Somme and the Oise, taking 30 villages. 


American troops were reported in Paris dispatches this after- 


noon to be taking part in the great battle in Picardy. They are 
said to be attacking with General Mangin's forces northwest ol 
Soisftons between that city and Chavigny. The Tenps declared 
this afternoon that Mt. Menart, one of the principal defenses of 
Noyon, had been taken and that Noyon itself had probably fallen 
to the French. 


The French war office reported the capture of Chaulnes— 


although prematurely reported to have been captured ill the Sun- 
day papers of August 11. The great railway center of Nesle was 
also captured. 
They also advanced to within 6 miles of Peronnc. 


British troops also took the strongly defended town of Fou- 


cacourt, south of the Somme, which had held up the Allied ad- 
vance on a wide front in that region. They also cleared Thrones 
Wood, north of the Somme. 


Along the Scarpe the British advanced to the outskirts of the 


three villages and are now beyond three miles of the old Hindcn- 
burg line. 


There was little activity last night or this morning between 


the Oise and the Aisne. In the region of Licourt the French 
have crossed the original Picardy salient to its deepest point be- 
tween Cat>tel on the Avre and St. Quentin on the Somme. 
The 


deepest point between the two towns is about 35 miles. 
Licourt 


is 20 miles east of Castel, an advance of 4 miles along the western 
edge of the Flanders salient.
